The. first thunderstorm of the season 
burst over theso. Settlements yesterday. 
afternoon (June 2nd). The heat had’ been 
excessive forthe time of year, throughout 
the week, and tho sky was nearly cloudless, 
with but little wind, till within, a few 
minutos of the commencsment of the storm. 
Suddenly the wind increased, and dense 
clouds. gathered, as it were, from 
all pointe of the compass. Dust was 
blown in o.ouds, compelling the hasty 
closing of windows and doors. This, 
however, lasted. buts fow minutes, when 
raiti began to fall, first in a gentle shower, 
but rapidly increasing to a downpour, the 
violence of whic’ has seldom been oxceeded 
in Shangha.. The wind correspondingly 
inoreased in force until it assumed the 
character df typhoon, driving the rain in 
sheets along the streets, and stopping all 
locomotion, Small branches. and leavea 
were toro off the .tre-s in some localities, 
and after tbe storm: had abated were seen 
strewing, the:ground, That old’ familiar, 
feature of the Pootung landscaps, ‘ Rey- 


fall damaging to some extent the iron 
godowns noirit. ‘The violence ofthe storm 
seemed ‘to culminate in the vicinity of the 
Hankow road, for here the corrugated iron 
roof of Mo srs, John Forster and Oo.’s 
premises suffered considerable damaga, 


one or two of them damaging the coping of 
the wall of the North-China Insurance Co.'s 
Compound, while another large sheet lodg- 
ed in » treo, and others fell inside the cona- 
.pound. One of the chimneys was alao 
injured, ‘and from the general appearance 
of the damage done, it is surmised that the 
roof waa atruck by lightning. . Varioug 
buildings were flooded, the rain in some 
‘inatances finding its way into interiors in 
miniature gataracts, but we have not heard 
of any further damage than that above men- 
tioned. The storm spent itself in about an 
hour and a half, .the sky cleared, and a 
bright moonlight night succeeded, though: 
the heat had not much diminished till 
towards ten o'clock, when a 
breeze pet in.

ADDRESS TO THE HON. GEORGE F. 
SEWARD, 

Yesterday afternoon (May 29) a large nut- 
ber of gentlemen of varinue- natioualities 
assembled at the U. 8, Consulate-General., 
for the purposo of presenting ‘a farewell 
addrovs to the Hon. Geo, F, Seward, on his 
i lege as United States’ Envoy Ixtra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
Peking, and bis consequent vacation ot the 
ofiice of U. S. Consul-General at Shanghai, 
which he he had filled formany years. 

Shortly after Mr Seward had ‘entered the 
room,

ws to take up your abode in Peking, we

6 come as representatives of the Foreign 
community of Shanghai. It is not. for us, 
therefore, to dwell upon the ener; and 
ability with which for a long period of years 
you have discharged the arduous duties of 
0 josition as Consul General of the 
United States in China, or the able and 
impartial manner in which Your judicial 
functions have' been ,exervised ; ‘these have 
been repeatedly acknowledged by the citizens 
of your ‘own country” residing here, and 
reently by your Government in appointing 
you: to the responsible position which you 
now hold at Peking ; upon which recognition 
of your services, well deserved, fairly won, 
and universally approved in this country, 
we heartily congratulate you. i 
As fellow-residents, we desire ‘to express

_ture_being that it_was of omber.or kauri 
gum, and fastened’ in a peculiar mannor 
near the left ear, Some others in his train 
wore similar head dresses, but with tor- 
toise-shell, and. tortoise-shell an@ amber 
fastenings. They followed in jinrikishas. 
Atthe Town Hall they rested for an hour 
and'a half, and partook of a slight refresh- 
ment which had been provided for them 
in two of thé large upper ‘rooms: The 
pipos the Coreans smoked. were of great 
length. .The Ambassador and suits ap- 
peared to be at home and at ease under tho 
gaze of 50 many Japanese foreigners of all 
nationalities. At helf-past nine o'clock, 
-Honcho-dori, and the streets near the 
Town Hall wore crowded with people an- 
xious to see the faces of those from that 
country that hed lately cauged them so 
much anxiety, Tho Police kept the crowd 
back, however, and the best order possible 
was observed ; for, as .we all know, a Ja- 
panese crowd is about. the best-natured 
and well-behaved crowd in the world, The 
crowd to-day was especially well conduct. 
ed; for each one of the Japanese assem- 
Died felt an inward satisfaction in the suc- 
coss Of his country’s negooiations, which 
have resulted in. the petty. pageant of the 
doy.. On leaving the Macht,qaisho a pro- 
cession was again formed, tht, quaint band 
at its head, and proceeded as. slowly as 
before down Honoho-dori,. which was 
thronged with eager sightseers, all points 
of tantage being made available for more, 
to the Railway Station, where the proces. 
sion arrived at ten o’clock,
